“The decisive break-through by 
General Freyberg’s turning force was 
aided to an extraordinary degree by 
novel forms of intense air attack, in 
which many hundreds of British air- 
craft wera simultaneously employed. 
The enemy losses in men aod 
material have been very serivus to 
him, and the Panzer divisions, in 
particular, are remarkably manled 
and enfeebled. 

“It is, however, too soon to say 
what proportion of the Italian Twen- 
tieth and Twenty-First. Army Corps 
have been left behind. 

“The operations are heing prose- 
cuted with the utmost energy. It 
must bo remembered that this new 
exploit of the desert must ba viewed 
in ‘its relation to the general scheme 
of action on the whole’ Tunisian 
Front, ‘the very fine, unceasing ad-

GERMAN ADMISSION 


The evacuation of El] Hamma and 
Gabes by Axis troops was announced 
hy the German News Agency at 7.40 
last night. ‘‘In the course of move- 
ments carried out for the sake of 
an appreciable shortening of their. 
front,’ the Agency said, “EI 
Hamma and Gabes were evacuated 
according to plan without the 
British having ‘succeeded in over- 
running the Axis forces during these 
movements. On the contrary, they 
burnt their fingers in an attempt to 
break into Axis operations in care- 
fully prepared and deeply echeloned 
centres of resistance and were forced 
to give up all further attacks yester- 
day: afternoon. Since they brought 
up further reinforcements Chaim the 
night it may be assumed that they 
will continue their attacks on the 
new Axis positions to-day. 

“Eas, of Maknassi, American 
infantry and tank divisions attacked 
German bolt positions in the 
mountains: throughout the day. 
After heavy battles the German 
infantry recaptured a height: and 
established a firm hold on it, thns 
effectively barring the Americans 
passage eastwards to the coastal 
plains.”

British Pledge to 
India 


R. ATTLEE (Deputy Prime 
M Minister), replying in the 
House of Commons, London, 
yesterday, to the debate on India, 
declared that the ‘‘ magnificent 
offer’? which Sir Stafford Cripps 
took to India still stood. ‘*‘ That 
offer was made in dark days. We 
reaffirm it to-day, when our position 
is vastly improved, and I suggest 
that it still holds the field as the 
only practical proposal whereby all 
sections of Indian opinion will be able 
to meet together and form their own 
Constitution. What we are pledged 
to is to give India a democratic 
Government, and there must be due 
regard to the rights of minorities. 
You can take what view you please 
of Mr. Gandhi, but he does on 
occasion act as dictator of . the 
Congress Party. As a “democrat, I 
object to the dictatorship of a re- 
puted saint quite as much as to the 
dictatorship of a notorious sinner. 
While it is impossible to deal with 
people in rebellion we are still pre- 
pared and ready when any favour- 


able opportunity offers to work to. 


the best of our ability to help our 
Indian friends to find a solution of 
their problems.’’ 

Mr. Amery, Secretary for India, 
who opened the debate, said that 
one of the strongest reasons for the 
rejection of the Government’s offer 
was. that the negotiations were 
undertaken at the momeré of the 
worst defeat in the East. ‘‘In Mr. 
Gandhi's eyes the sending out of a 
mission was the hoisting of a distress 
signal and the offer was to him 
nothing more than a  post-dated 
cheque on a falling bank. The 
door remains. open and the whole 
situation remains under constant 
review.

Germans F ail 
Again to 
Cross Donetz 


USSIAN forces have beaten 
R back another German attempt 

to cross the Donetz River 
scmewhere between Chuguyev and 
While. this fighting is 
uot on the scale of recent engage- 
ments it is a bitter struggle, in which 
the Germans are losing heavily :n 
men and tanks, according to 
Reuters Special Correspondent in 
Moscow, After withdrawing their 
main forces to the Donetz line, the 
Russians left a number of troeps to 
hold important heights on the right 
bank of the river. 

These forces have for the last ten 
days been harrying German troops 
moving along the main roads under 
their direct fire. The German Com. 
mand has now apparently deter- 
mined to try and throw the Russians 
from these strongholds on the right 
bank where they stick iato the flank 
of German movements east of 
Kharkov and Byelgorod. The ice

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HEAVY RAIDS 
ON BERLIN 


33 BOMBERS MISSING 


ERLIN, on which 900 tons of 

bombs were dropped by British 

bombers on Saturday, was 
again heavily raided on Monday 
night—the third time this month. 
Twenty-one bombers are missing An- 
other R.A.F. force attacked Bochum 
and elsewhere in the Ruhr. Twelve 
of the bombers did not return. 

A British Air Ministry . com- 
muniqué stated last. night :— 

** Berlin was again heavily bombed 
on Monday nighf. Preliminary. re- 
ports indicate that the attack was 
successful, Twenty-one “of the

““ Another force attacked objectives 
kat Bochum and elsewhere in the 
Ruhr. From the attacks on the Ruhr 
twelve bombers are missing." 

Bochum, eleven miles west of Dort- 
mund, is a centre of the coal, iron 
and steel industries, and tin and 
zinc works are located there. 


BAD WEATHER 

The attacking pilots had to fly 
through some of the worst weather 
they have had for weeks to attack 
Berlin, states the Air Ministry News 
Service. Clouds thick with ice were 
bayked up over the North Sea, and 
pilots had to climb almost the whole 
way to get over them, The cloud- 
bank broke up as the bombers 
crossed the coast, and for nearly 300 
miles cones of searchlights were try- 
ing to pick them up. 

As the aircraft approached Berlin, 
although there was a slight ground 
haze, the crews were ‘able to make 
out the distinctive Jandmarks of the 
River Spree, where it curves through 
the centre of the city. Zero hour was 
a few minutes before 1 a.m., and 
soon afterwards incendiaries were 
burning in the target area. As the 
attack developed,-the flames spread 
and formed a large crescent of fires. 


BIG EXPLOSION 

About ten minutes after the 
attack started there was a Ing 
explosion, which suddenly lit up the 
surrounding buildings. Crews agreed 
that the defences had been 
strengthened since Saturday night’s 
raid. There were large clusters of 
searchlights sweeping the sky and 
fiak was pouring up the beams. A 
Junkers 88 was shot down over 


Berlin itself.—(P.A.)

A WIDE FIELD 

The conferences were by no means 
confined to the United States and 
the United Kingdom. They were 
merely a small part of a long series 
between other United Nations.. They 
talked, for example, rather 
intimately about these various sub- 
jects with China and one or two 
of the South American Republics, 
said the President, recalling that 
Mr. “Eden had been to Russia to 
discuss problems with Stalin and 
his Government.
